Spring enrolinient at Santa Ana 
College shows a total of more 
than 13800 students in the pe 
lar day division and extended day 
program, according to registration 
figures of Feb. 4. 

Mrs. Hazel Gish, college regis- . 
trar, emphasized that the figures 
in¢lude approximately 400  stu- 
dents registered for the extended 
day classes. 

‘Although the final statistics 
have not yet been computed be- 
cause of. late negara the 
available figures show a definite 
decrease in the number of stu- 
dents compared to the number en- 
rolled last fall, declared Mrs. Gish. 

Large Decrease 


Day division enrollment ‘for 
September, 1956 was in. excess of 
1400 students. A decrease of near- 
ly 500 registrants this semester is 
thus indicated by the present fig- 
ures. 

Enrollment in the extended day 
classes includes both students who 
are taking college credit work and 
also audit courses. 


In order to better accomodate 
the oncoming_surge of enrolling 
students, the registrar’s office was 
held open evenings for two weeks 
during registration. This policy 
proved to be advantageous both 
to the staff and the students. 

Foreign Representation 

Current enrollment of the day 
classes division includes a number 
of foreign students who. have 
signed for the new semester. Ten 
foreign countries are represented 
at SAC, 

Fourteen students are here from 
Greece, India, Malaya, Turkey, 
Canada, England, Japan, Korea, 
Mexico, and Pakistan.

Gold, however, wasn’t their 
one-way ticket to historical fame 
— it was the strange method that 
they had used to transport them- 
selves to town. 

; Breeze With Ease 

One of the partners had read 
of the Scandinavian manner of 
using wooden runners to -breeze 
with ease over the snow, and hit 
upon the idea of using barrel 
staves and two Roles — the only 
things they had handy — ‘as sub- 
stitutes for the graceful European 
implements. 

he pair practiced in the se- 
clusion of their camp until: finally 
they mastered the art of propelling 
themselves on their crude “skis — 
credited as the first in American 
history. 

The snowball they started roll- 
ing has grown to avalanche size. 
Today skiing is a $185,000,000 in- 
dustry and more than four million 
Americans are living witnesses to 
the old saying, “Skiing is like a 
corpuscle — you can’t get it out 
of your blood.” 

Anxious Souls 

About this time of the year, 
when many of us are content to 
curl up by the fireside with some 
quaint volume of folklore, ‘college 
skiing enthusiasts clasp their hands 
and stare longingly at the snow- 
capped Sierra Madres, waiting in 
anxiety for their first skiing ex- 
cursion. 

Typical of these SAC ski en- 
thusiasts are Fred Zielonko, Milton 
Rock, and Ken Esse. 

Zielonko, a native of Vermont 
who has been skiing since he was 
five, explains why he likes the 
“king” of outdoor sports.
